The inventions of claims 1-3, 11, 12, 18, 19, 25, 26, 31, and 32 appear to be novel and to 
involve an inventive step over documents 1 through 4 cited in the 1SR. 

The "first distributing server transmitting connection information for a second 
distributing server corresponding to first sorting information'* and ''second distributing 
server transmitting connection information for an authenticating server corresponding to 
second sorting information" described in the claims are not described in documents 1 
through 4 and a person skilled in the art cannot easily conceive of them based on the features 
described in documents 1 through 4. 

The inventions of claims 4-10, 13-17, 20-24, and 27-30 appear to be novel and to involve an 
inventive step over documents 1 through 4 cited in the 1SR. 

The "service server receiving sorting information from terminal equipment, using the 
received sorting information to receive connection information for the authenticating server 
from the distributing system, transmitting the received connection information to the 
terminal equipment, and receiving the results of authentication in the authentication server 
from the terminal equipment" of the claims is not described in documents 1 through 4 and a 
person skilled in the art cannot easily conceive of them based on the items described in 
documents 1 through 4.

The following observations on ihe clarily of the claims, description, and drawings or on ihe question whether the claims are fully supported by 
ihe description, are made: 



Because the Japanese of the description 'terminal equipment using services provided 
by a service server in a terminal equipment authentication system according to claim 1, 
wherein the terminal equipment comprises. . * m of claim 2 is unclear as to the extent (all. or in 
pan) to which the expression "according to claim V n cites the features described in claim 1, 
the scope of the invention of claim 2 is unclear. 

Likewise, because claims 3 and 5-32, which are stated in a form that cites the claim 
preceding die current claim, are unclear in the Japanese, in precisely the same manner, as to 
the extent to which features described in the preceding claim are cited, the scope of the 
inventions of the claims is also unclear. 
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
